Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of' Health  and 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1962 


Mr.  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1962. 


The  Registrar  General’ s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  2,740  which  was  an  increase  of  270  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 


Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  56  (31  M.  23  F. )  which  was  an  increase 
of  21  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude,  birth  rate  was  accordingly 
20.44*  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General' s  Comparability  fa.c tor 
which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
and  allows  valid  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becbmes  19*03;  this 
being  higher  than  that  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births  v/as  17*54*  compared  with  that  of  18.1  for 
England  and  Wales. 


•It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  this  rate  was  nil,  as  there  was  no 
infant  death. 


Maternal  Deaths  and  Me 


This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  Abortion  and  is  a  general  index  of  the  high  standard  of 
modern  obstetric  practice. 


Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  31  (16  M.  15  F.)  .  nd  the 
crude  death  rate  was  11.23*  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General's  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becoiaes  1 1 . 34  compared  with  that 
of  11.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  the  natural  causes  of  death 
amongst  the  aged,  i. e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions 
of  the  Nervous  System,  of  which  there  were  1 6  in  number. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  v/as  the  cause  of  6  (4M*  21’.) 
of  those  deaths  and  the  ages  at  death  were  59*  59*  65*  67,  74*  83  years. 

Cancer  was  the  cause  of  6  deaths,  3  of  which  were  from  Lung  Cancer  and 
1  from  Cancer  of  the  Breast.  The  mortality  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  is 
higher  than  the  majority  of  other  groups  of  Cancer  v/hich  are  less  difficult 
to  diagnose  at  an  early  stage  and  which  are  more  accessible  to  surgical  .and 
radiological  treatment. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous. 
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Infectious  Diseases 


The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  minimal  during  the  year. 
None  of  the  more  serious  infections,  namely,  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria, 
Enteric  Fever,  Meningitis  etc. ,  occurred. 

Measle  s 

Thirteen  cases  were  notified  compared  with  175  tne  previous  year 
which  is  typical  of  its  bi-ennial  prevalence.  The  virus  is  always 
present  amongst  children  and  outbreaks  occur  when  a  sufficient  number  of 
susceptible  children  has  accumulated.  Its  more  serious  complications, 
namely,  Broncho-pneumonia  and  Acute  Otitis  Media  are  now  comparatively 
infrequent  and  when  they  do  occur,  treatment  with  the  Sulpha  drugs  or 
Antibiotics  is  usually  specific. 


Only  two  cases  were  notified  in  comparison  with  eight  in  the  previous 
year.  In  all  probability,  this  minimum  number  of  cases  is  due  to  the  barrier 
created  by  preventive  vaccination,  against  a  disease  which  has  been  the  cause 
of  much  distress,  of  much  chronic  lung  damage  and  of  innumerable  deaths 
amongst  infants. 


S carl  at  Fever 


Four  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  In  its  present  phase  this  infection 
is  comparatively  mild  and  patients  are  usually  treated  at  home,  unless,  one 
of  its  more  serious  complications  namely  Carditis,  acute  Suppurative  otitis 
Media  or  Acute  Nephritis  supervenes  -  today  these  are  comparatively  rare,  but 
Acute  Nephritis  is  the  most  likely  to  occur  unexpectedly. 


Acute  Primary 


Eight  cases  of  this  illness  were  notified.  Including  the  secondary 
Pneumonias,  which  arc  not  notifiable,  there  was  only  one  death. 

Tuberculosis 


Two  new  cases  of  conjugal  .Respiratory  Tuberculosis  in  the  45“54  age 
group  were  notified.  The  notifications  now  are  mostly  amongst  the  older 
age  groups  rather  than  amongst  the  adolescents  which  is  a  favourable  sign 
as  prior  to  1950*  the  adolescent  age-group  contained  the  highest  number  of 
notifications. 


There  was  no  new  case  of  Non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  which  is  a 
general  index  of  the  safety  of  the  milk  and  meat  supplies. 


Also  there  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy  of 
modem  treatment. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  'health  of  the  Borough  was 
very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  end  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
and  also  the  staff  for  their  efficiency  and  co-operation.
